ci railroads, highways and industry 
it found almost immediatcy that 
much of the money 
had to be 


diverted 
to the support of 
the 


Greek army in fighting the revo- 
lution. 


This is not a reassuring picture 


for American taxpayers. 


But I ask you, isn't there some- 


thing: in this besides our role as 


[^taxpayers? Aren't we living men 
•"'and women as well as taxpayers? 


And isn't money rather less import- 
ant than tne prospect ol having to 
go bacic in uie urena ana ugnt 
another war? 


This question has, of course, been 


asked many times oelore; but wun 
dillercnt answers—answers such as 
Uie one Henry 
Wallace gives: 


Tnat intervention in Greece and 
elsewhere will provoke war, not 
head it off.

Washington speed up the appropri- 
ation machinery in us iniai JOD and 
get this much-talked about assist- 
ance under way. The bchuman and 
de Gasperi governments may dis 
play courage. The Italian and Fren- 
ch police may handle violence with 
assurance. The workers of 
both 


countries may show good sense in 
relusmg to lollow the Communist 
lenders. But, in the end, America 
probably 
holds the most potent 
^weapon in the fight. 
V That weapon is lood, and its tar- 
get is the Communists' strongest 
ally, hunger. Food shortages and 
outrageously high prices must have 
won n biger audience for the ene- 
mies of the Marshall Plan than 
would have been 
possible 
other- 


wise. When a man spends three- 
quarters .or more of his pay in try 
in to feed his family — as workers 
in French cities are reportedly do 
ing— he is ready to try desperate 
measures. 


A greater burden has fallen on 
Jlthc American aid program, with 
wthe Kussian government's spiteful 


•breaking off of. the trade talks whi- 
ch would have brought 
Russian 


.wheat to France in exchange for 
machinery. An added burden is the 
loss in production whu'h Com- 
munist-inspired strikes caused, ev 
en though they were broken. A pos 
sible future burden is found in 
the prediction that the Communists 
after they catch their breath, will 
try to tie up key industries, one af- 
ter the other, by strikes. 
. 
Yet America seems tp have gain- 


%?ed as well as loft. She probably 


will profit from the fact that the 
Soviet government — which was, of 
course, in the Communists's corn- 
er—lost its temper in dealing with 
i ranee. The French may have lost 
much of their strength and import- 
ance in Europe, at least tempor- 
arily. But they still have u tradi 
tional finesse in diplomacy, and 
they clearly came oif best in the 
flurry with Moscow. 


The Soviet's angiy ending of the 
trade talks was clumsy. Their in

some 
Republicans 
and

Democrats favor delaying tax leg- 
islation until the federal fiscal pic- 
ture is clearer. 


Martin said he has no particular 


measure in mind, but Chairman 
Knul:;on (R-Minn.) of the 
House 


Ways and Means committee has 
ready a bill to cut $5,600,000,000 off 
the present tax load and knock an 
estimated 7,400,000 people off the 
rolls. 


The evt.cnt to which taxes can 


be cut, Martin said at a news con- 
ference yesterday, will depend in 
larpe measure on "the cooperation 
of the adinislration in helping cut 
expenses." 


But he declared "it is absolutely

Accused Union 
to Fight Labor 


Washington, Jan. 3 — (/P) — The 


first union to be held guilty of an 
unfair labor practice 
under 
the 


Taft-Hartley act pledged today io 
"fight the ease all the way to the 
U. S. Supreme Court if necessary." 


Herbert G. B. King, attorney for 
Local 74 of the AFL Carpenters 
Union at Chattanooga, Tenn., said 
he will go the elimit in opposing a 
ruling handed down here yesterday 
by J. J. Fitzpatrick, an examiner 
of the National Labor 
Relations 
Board. 


Filzpatrick held that Local 74 en- 


gaged in 
a 
secondary 
boycott, 


banned by the new labor law as 
an unfair labor practice, by call- 
ing a strike of union' carpenters 
when non-union flooring 
installers 


came to work along side them on a 
Chattanooga home remodeling job. 


The filing of unfair labor prac- 


tice charges was limited under the 
ol-.l Wagner act to those against 
employers only. The Taft-Hartley 
law permitted them to be 
filed 


against unions, too, for the first 
time. 


In another precedent-setting de- 
cision, Federal Judge Stephen 
W. 


Brennan issued the first 
injunc- 


tion under the Taft-Hartley law at 
Utica, N. Y., yesterday 
against 


Local 294 of the AFL 
Teamsters 
Union. 


The injunction restrains the local 


from continuing six alleged unfair 
labor practices —- including one of 
so-called "feather-bedding," or re 
quiring an employer to pay 
for 


work not performed — until 
the 


NLRB here can decide if the local 
was "unfair." 


Local 294 was accused of 
de 


manding that the Comvay Express 
Company oi Pitlsfield, Mass., pay 
the union an amount equal to the 
wages of a union member as pen- 
alty for allowing a non-union mem 
ber to drive a truck from New 
Britain, Conn., to Cleveland, 
O., 


last September. 


Judge Brennan held that Mont 
gomery Ward and Company at Me- 
nands. near Albany, N. Y., was 
also 
entitled 
to 
an 
injunction 


against the teamsters local on the 
basis of a charge of a secondary 
boycott. But the court said it was 
unnecessary to issue it lor the time 
being because the local was 
re- 


strained from engaging in second- 
ary boycotts under terms of 
the 


Conway company injunction.

in the wake of last week's paralyz- 
ing snowstorm. 


No snow in sight over the week- 


end, the Weather Bureau forecast, 
promised the harried region a re 
spile from weather 
woes 
which 


had buried its streets and highway 
under a record 25.8-inch blanket of 
snow followed by a crippling 
ice 
seige. 


A combination of rain, sleet and 


snow buffeted the populous North- 
easter states yesterday leaving at 
least 16 persons dead. Massachu- 
setts counted 10 victims, Conneti 
cult 4 and New York and New Jer- 
sey one each. 


Still groggy from the impact of

snow. New 
Yorkers

increased 
misery 
in the 


thick coating of ice which h a s 
gripned the city and its environs 
since Thursday.

darkened homes and snarled heat 
ing s y s t e m s a s

Ice on third rails and overheafl 


wires caused new disruptions in 
commuter rail traffic and frozen 
runways curtailed air travel.

Cots, beds, 
and blankets were

northern section to shelter families 
left without heat or light and trav 
elers unable to negotiate hazard- 
ous highways.

Ocracoke, N. C., Jan. 2 —(/P)— 


Coast guardsmen working against 
heavy seas early today rescued 21 
men from a fishing steamer driven 
aground shortly before 
midnight 


on the beach of tiny Ocracoke is 
land. 


Another member of the crew of 


the steamer, the Charlie Mason out 
of Morehead City, N. C., died of a 
heart attack after leaping into the 
water from the stranded 
vessel, 


Chief Boatswain's Mate J.L. Gas- 
kill of the Ocracoke life boat sta- 
tion reported. 


The dead man was identified only 


as a Negro. His name was with 
held pending notification of next of 
kin. 


Gaskill, acting chief of the sta- 


tion on this 14-mile long island on 
North Carolina's outer banks, said 
the 125foot vessel was driven on 
the beach at 11:30 p. m. (EST) 
last night by southwesterly winds 
of 35 to 40 miles an hour. 


He quoted crew members as say- 


ing that 11 o£ the crew, including 
the Negro seaman who died, leaped 
overboard when the ship 
longed 


into the breakers. Coast 
guards- 


men picked up the 11 men from the 
water and removed the other

Washington, Jan. 3—(UP)—Use 


o£ parachutes in commercial planes 
ruled out today as "undesirable as 
well as impracticable" by Presi- 
dent Truman's air safety board. 


In its final 
report 
written 
by 


Chairman James M. Landis, 
the 


board recommended that all air- 
lines appoint safety directors and 
proposed that 
non-scheduled 
ait- 
carriers be required to meet 
the 


same safety standards as schedul- 
ed carriers. 


In the report, Landis, the retir- 


ing chairman 
of the Civil 
Aero- 


nautics Board, roamed far afield 
from take-off and landing 
rules, 


navigation aids and air 
traffic 
control. 


The report went deeply into such 


questions us airline organization, 
pilot-management relations, 
em- 


ploye morale and proficiency and 
other ' matters which airlines con- 
sider to be cla policy and econom- 
ic instead of safety nature. 


But Landis felt that such 
prob- 
lems were intimately related! to 
safety 'improvement and. hai = he 
remained Civil Aeronautics Board 
chairman, undoubtedly would have 
fought for the proposals.
